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INTRODUCTION 

TRUE  FLOWER  LOVERS  are  looking  forward  every  season  to  new  varieties 
of  Gladiolus. 

So  are  we. 

We  must  have  the  best  at  any  price  in  order  to  pass  them  on  to  our  customers. 
We  fully  realize  that  most  of  our  customers  are  not  willing  to  pay  the  price  for 
new  Gladiolus  that  we  pay,  but  we  need  them  anyhow  for  a  couple  of  years  for 
observation  before  offering  them  in  our  catalog. 

THE  MOST  POPULAR.  We  do  not  claim  that  we  have  all  the  varieties  that  are 
offered  at  a  high  price;  we  are  very  careful  in  our  investigation  before  we  buy, 
but  we  can  say  that  we  have  nearly  all  of  the  fifty  varieties  that  were  voted  as 
the  most  popular  last  year.  A  few  of  them  we  have  already  discarded  because 
we  think  they  are  outdone  by  newer  and  better  varieties  or  because  they  are  not 
vigorous  enough,  or  too  slow  propagators.  So  we  did  away  with  Richard  Diener, 
Los  Angeles,  Rose  Ash,  Capt.  Boynton,  Dr.  Norton,  Golden  Measure,  and  Mrs. 
F.  R.  Pendleton.  There  are  a  few  more  on  the  list  to  be  discontinued  next  year. 
A  great  many  of  extra  fine  ones  are  coming  to  the  fore  now.  They  are  getting 
cheap  enough  so  that  they  will  soon  be  universally  known. 

HARD-TIME  BUYING.  Even  in  these  hard  times  one  should  buy  a  limited 
number  of  varieties,  which  reach  a  price  level  one  can  afford.  You  need  them  to 
keep  your  interest  awake.  We  added  30  new  varieties  to  our  list  which  we  think 
will  have  a  future. 

ALPHABETICAL  ORDER.  We  have  gone  back  to  the  usual  way  of  arrang¬ 
ing  the  names  of  the  Glads,  according  to  the  very  first  letter  in  the  name  of  the 
variety,  and  abandoned  the  telephone-book  system  classifying  the  variety  by  the 
last  name.  We  did  this  to  please  those  customers  who  found  it  worth  while  to 
tell  us  that  they  did  not  like  our  system.  We  are  always  glad  to  receive  and 
appreciate  any  criticism  that  will  help  us  to  improve  our  catalog  or  our  business. 
To  avoid  any  errors  in  the  variety  we  have  noted  the  originator  after  every 
variety. 

BLOOMING  DATES.  Most  of  the  varieties  have  a  number  of  days  designated 
after  the  name.  They  are  the  approximate  blooming  dates  if  planted  in  May.  We 
did  not  check  the  new  varieties  the  last  two  years,  and  so  they  have  to  go  without 
this  information. 

ABOUT  SIZE  OF  BULBS.  Our  bulbs  are  listed  in  3  sizes:  large,  medium,  and 
small.  Large  are  1  and  2,  medium  3  and  4,  small  5  and  6.  Large  bulbs  produce 
heavy  typical  spikes.  Medium  bulbs  give  good  spikes  blooming  a  little  later  than 
the  large  ones.  Small  bulbs  are  uncertain  to  bloom,  but  are  grown  to  produce 
fine  bulbs  for  next  season. 

BULBLETS.  Those  who  like  the  new  expensive  varieties  but  do  not  want  to 
spend  much  money  or  who  want  to  increase  them  in  great  numbers  may  buy 
bulblets.  Some  excellent  growing  varieties  bloom  the  first  year  with  a  small 
spike,  but  most  of  the  bulblets  make  only  a  small  bulb  and  may  bloom  the  fol¬ 
lowing  year. 

OUR  GUARANTEE.  All  our  planting-stock  was  treated  with  Semesan  and 
Calogreen,  thus  assuring  healthy  bulbs.  We  take  great  care  in  keeping  all  bulbs 
true  to  name,  and  if  any  should  be  found  otherwise,  we  are  ready  to  replace 
them  to  the  full  amount  paid. 

Besides  this  catalog,  we  also  publish  a  Wholesale  List  carrying  prices  on  larger 
quantities  of  bulbs  than  are  listed  in  this  catalog.  Should  you  care  to  have  the 
Wholesale  List,  we  will  gladly  send  it  to  you.  Furthermore,  we  are  in  a  position 
to  quote  you  very  attractive  prices  on  planting-stock  in  quantity  of  most  varie¬ 
ties  listed  herein.  Ask  for  our  prices  before  you  buy.

CULTURAL  NOTES 

GROW  QUALITY.  it  is  not  enough  to  have  quality  bulbs  to  start  with,  you  must 
produce  quality  plants.  Many  small  flower  shows  look  pitiful  for  the  lack  of 
flowers  worth  while.  , 

WHAT  PRODUCES  QUALITY?  Sunlight,  deep  soil,  fertilizer  and  water.  To 
grow  Gladiolus  to  a  large  size  you  must  have  sunlight  most  of  the  day.  The 
type  of  soil  is  not  important.  Spade  the  soil  deep  enough;  12-18  inches  is  not 
too  deep  for  extra  flne  show  flowers  (otherwise  the  depth  of  the  spade  will  do). 
Mix  in  some  organic  matter,  rotten  manure  or  a  liberal  quantity  of  peat  moss. 
Peat  moss  is  well  liked  by  Gladiolus. 

COMPETITION.  In  back  yards  the  neighboring  trees  and  shrubs  have  to  be 
watched  that  they  do  not  compete  for  food  and  water.  It  is  almost  unbelievable 
how  far  the  roots  of  elms,  cottonwood  and  maples  stretch  out  for  food.  The  roots 
are  longer  than  the  trees  are  high.  If  such  roots  develop  under  your  Glads, 
quality  cannot  be  achieved.  Cut  such  roots  off  where  they  enter  your  garden, 
or  your  bed.  It  won’t  harm  the  trees.  i 

PLANTING.  Most  people  make  the  mistake  of  planting  too  far  apart.  All  that 
glads  need  is  room  to  stand,  light  and  circulation  of  air.  Plant  double  rows  with 
2-inch  space  between  the  bulbs.  This  way  they  stand  up  much  better.  They 
should  be  planted  with  the  same  spacing  when  scattered  among  perennials.  Rows 
should  be  18  inches  apart  to  provide  air  and  light.  For  field  culture  wider  rows 
are  wanted  to  make  horse  or  tractor  cultivation  possible.

DEPTH  OF  PLANTING.  If  good  flowers  are  wanted  that  will  stand  up  with¬ 
out  support,  4-5  inches  is  not  too  deep.  For  bulblet  production  shallow  planting 
is  more  desirable. 

WATER  PROPERLY.  Sandy  soils  need  more  frequent  watering  than  heavy 
soils.  But  in  all  cases  the  watering  should  not  be  too  frequent.  You  can  see 
people  watering  trees  and  shrubs  in  April.  Such  people  lack  all  judgment.  Water 
should  be  applied  infrequently  but  thoroughly,  that  it  may  soak  down  to  a  depth 
of  a  foot.  The  sprinkling  people  do  evenings  does  not  penetrate  more  than  one 
inch.  An  automatic  sprinkler  turned  on  for  several  hours  will  do  thej  work 
properly.  If  you  do  it  by  hand,  you  have  to  soak  the  same  place  at  |east  five 
times  at  intervals.  It  must  not  be  too  long  either.  Otherwise  the  fertilizer  in 
the  ground  will  be  leached  out.  A  good  watering  every  other  week  will  suffice 
completely  if  proper  cultivating  is  given. 

CULTIVATING  is  the  breaking  of  the  surface  of  the  ground  in  order  to  conserve 
the  moisture,  aerate  the  ground,  keep  it  from  heating  up  under  the  influence  of 
the  sun  and  to  prevent  the  cracking  of  the  soil. 

CULTIVATE  SHALLOW.  Many  people  have  the  tendency  to  cultivate  deep. 
This  destroys  the  roots  which  come  up  to  the  surface.  In  the  early  spring  before 
the  roots  spread  out  deep  cultivation  can  and  should  be  done  without!  danger. 
During  the  heat  of  the  summer  a  cultivation  two  inches  deep  will  answer  the 
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purpuose,  and  towards  fall  or  after  a  period  of  rainy  weather  when  cultivation 
was  not  possible  for  some  days,  one  inch  deep  cultivation  is  better  for  the  rest 
of  the  season.  In  such  times  roots  come  up  close  to  the  surface  and  the  deep 
cultivation  will  destroy  them,  thus  giving  the  plants  a  setback  that  will  be  dis¬ 
astrous  to  the  quality  of  the  flower  spike. 

STRICT  RULE.  One  should  therefore  watch  the  following  rule.  Start  out  with 
deep  cultivation  in  spring  and  let  it  become  more  shallow  until  fall,  never  allow¬ 
ing  a  deeper  cultivation  than  the  preceding  one. 

FERTILIZATION.  Application  of  some  commercial  fertilizer  will  benefit  your 
Glads  especially  if  planted  close.  Use  a  complete  fertilizer,  containing  nitrogen, 
phosphoric  acid  and  potash,  like  Vigoro,  Loma,  Vert,  etc. 

RATE.  The  rate  has  to  be  kept  in  mind.  Two  pounds  to  100  sq.  ft.  for  a  fertilizer 
not  containing  more  than  5%  nitrogen,  such  as  those  mentioned  above. 

WHEN?  The  fertilizer  should  be  applied  before  a  thorough  watering.  This  will 
dissolve  the  fertilizer  and  carry  it  to  the  roots.  Keep  fertilizer  from  touching 
the  plants,  as  such  chemicals  burn  the  plant  wherever  they  touch.  Above  rate 
of  fertilizer  can  be  applied  to  the  plants  three  times  in  a  season  without  harm. 

BLOOMING.  This  is  the  time  to  enjoy  the  reward  of  patient  labor.  For  home 
decoration  the  spikes  should  be  cut  when  the  first  flower  opens.  Usually  the 
color  keeps  much  better  if  allowed  to  open  inside.  If  many  flowers  are  wanted 
for  special  occasion,  they  can  be  stored  aw’ay  at  a  temperature  of  35-40  degrees, 
where  they  hold  out  in  good  condition  for  three  weeks.  This  keeping  quality  is 
especially  welcome  for  the  flower  show. 

TIMING  THE  FLOWERS.  In  order  to  get  a  certain  variety  in  bloom  for  a  show, 
you  must  time  it.  For  this  purpose  our  catalog  contains  the  approximate  num¬ 
ber  of  days  required  for  blooming.  It  is  impossible  to  give  the  exact  number  of 
days  required  for  any  variety  as  this  will  vary  each  year.  The  blooming  of  a 
flower  is  dependent  on  the  weather  conditions,  and  on  the  size  of  the  bulb  planted 
and  on  the  time  when  planted.  To  allow  for  this  uncertainty  you  have  to  allow 
a  period  of  5  days  either  way. 

After  blooming  the  seed  pods  should  be  removed  if  they  are  not  wanted  for 
seed.  They  are  no  ornaments. 

DIGGING.  In  October,  when  the  frost  has  cut  down  the  tender  plants,  it  will 
be  time  to  dig  the  bulbs.  The  foliage  should  be  cut  close  to  the  bulb  and  the  bulbs 
allowed  to  dry.  They  should  not  be  left  outdoors  over  night,  night  frost  might 
kill  them.  It  does  not  pay  to  collect  and  grow  the  bulblets  of  the  common  varie¬ 
ties.  Expensive  bulblets  should  be  taken  up  carefully,  labeled  properly  and  stored 
away  where  they  do  not  dry  out  too  much.  When  the  bulbs  are  dry,  they  can  be 
cleaned  and  the  old  bulb  removed  from  the  bottom  of  the  new  one.  A  storage 
of  40  degrees  is  ideal,  but  a  higher  temperature  will  do.  ^  ^ 

DISEASES.  Gladiolus  diseases  are  not  bothersome  if  you  plant  healthy  bulbs. 
Once  planted,  nothing  can  be  done  for  scab  and  hard  rot,  the  typical  Gladiolus 
diseases.  To  prevent  such  diseases  treat  your  bulbs  with  Semesan  before  plant¬ 
ing.  One  oz.  of  Semesan  to  3  qts.  of  water.  Soak  your  bulbs,  both  healthy  and 
diseased,  before  planting  in  above  solution  for  seven  hours.  Remove  and  dry. 
This  treatment  prevents  the  new  bulbs  from  becoming  infected. 

THRIPS.  The  real  danger  for  Gladiolus  seems  to  come  from  a  new  pest,  which 
has  caused  great  damage  to  Gladiolus  plantings  in  the  East  and  part  of  the 
Central  States  as  far  as  Ohio  and  Indiana.  This  new  pest  is  called  “thrips.” 
Tiny  insects  settle  between  the  folds  of  the  leaves  and  suck  the  juices  from  the 
foliage,  causing  the  plant  to  fail  to  bloom  or  to  cripple.  Thrips-infected  Gladi¬ 
olus  must  be  treated  in  storage  before  planting.  And  also  while  growing  in  the 
field.  Many  remedies  are  advised.  The  best  would  be  to  secure  thrips-free 
bulbs.  Our  fields  never  showed  thrips,  and  you  are  safe  if  you  buy  from  us.
